Town council’s 2011 budget 
process opened with a lightly 
attended public meeting. 

It invited residents to make 
suggests to council for its 
2011 capital budget planning. 

One delegation and two let¬ 
ters answered the invitation. 

Capt. Lynn Giovenazzo, 
speaking for 613 Lincoln and 
Welland Army Cadet Corps, 
asked council to cover the 
cost, $2,700, of one cadet for 
a nine-day educational trip to 
the Europe in 2012.

Anaphylaxis has no cure, 
though important research and 
efforts to find a cure are underway. 
Avoidance is the required 
preventative measure.

This motion will be coming 
up for a vote in the House of 
Commons early in the New Year 
and has already been receiving 
broad, cross-party support. I've

Average house 
price drops 

T otal unit sales in November held 
steady at the same pace as last 
year with 10 transaction reported in 
both November 2009 and 2010. 

On a percentage basis this level is 66% 
higher than the low of six units sold in 
the November immediately foUowing 

fall of 2008. Current results are running 
40% below the peak level average of 16 
sales recorded during November 2006 
and 2007.

November also marks the first month 
that the 12 month average price of single 
family homes in Pelham has dropped 
since July 2009. The November 2010 
12 month average price of $324,095 
represents a 1% decline form the 
October 2010 month end figure of 
$327,339. 

Our local average price results is 
following two months behind national 
trends. According to the Teranet- 
National Bank Composite House Price 
Index Canadian house prices fell 1.1 
percent during the month of September, 
the first decline since April 2009. 

Year-to-date sales in Pelham currently 
lag 4% below 2009 with 191 sales as of 
the end of November compared to 199 
last year. It is interesting to note that the 
number of new listings on the market is 
also trending downward. 

There have been 388 new listings so 
for this year - 4.7% fewer than the 407 
accumulative listings between January 
-November 2009. The net impact is that 
despite the reduction in sales activity the 
pace his still higher than the number of 
new listings coming on the market. In 
Pelham, there were 153 homes on the 
market at the end of November - four less 
than the total of 157 at the end of October 

Supply and demand are now 
relatively balanced leading to an overall 
moderation in price growth. As we enter 
into the seasonally slower demand cycle 
expect this stabilization to continue 
provided inventory levels do not start to 
rise disproportionately.

■ TRANSPORTATION: Veggie beats winter 

Beet juice to battle 
icy regional roads

THOROLD — Niagara 
Region will again roll out 
beet juice to use on area 
roadways. 

Buoyed by the success of a 
pilot project to de-ice certain 
roads with the organic juice 
last winter, the Region has 
decided to forge ahead and 
use it across Niagara during 
this snow season. 

The compound, made of salt 
brine and sugar beet juice, is 
either applied on roads directly 
to prevent ice from forming or 
used to wet the salt before it's 
put on streets. 

The Region estimates using 
beet juice will reduce the 
amount of salt it uses by 38%. 

It will also shave about 
$200,000 from the Region's 
annual salting budget. 

The Region typically plows 
through about 20,000 tonnes 
of salt every year to clear area 
roads. Beet juice is high in 
carbohydrates. When it mixes 
with salt, the high-carb juice 
heats and melts the snow 
and ice and keeps salt from 

Salt is necessary to de-ice 


roads for safety reasons, but 
is damaging to plant life and 
aquanc life. 

Last winter, the Region 
tested the beet juice in two 
spots, part of Niagara-on- 
the-Lake and the land along 
the Welland Canal between 
Wainfleet and West Lincoln. 

The beet juice equalled or 
bested standard salt brine 
when it comes to de-icing, 
according to a news release 
from the Region.

At this time of year patients are starting to complain about dry skin. Dry 
skin management often involves some trial and error of different products, 
but there are some general rules everyone can follow to help manage 
symptoms. 

Dry skin occurs when oils in the skin are lost and water that is normally in 
the skin is able to escape. When bathing or showering it is important to use 
lukewarm water as opposed to hot water. Hot water can cause more oil to 
be lost from the skin and cause itching and dryness. Soap should be used 
only for groin, underarms, and feet. Other moisturizing body washes can be 
used for the rest of the body. After showering or bathing apply a moisturizer 
to help retain some of the moisture from the shower. 

There are many different types of moisturizers. Depending on the 
ingredients they have separate functions. Some ingredients can hydrate 
and soften the skin. Others provide a barrier to prevent water loss, and 
others help to draw water to the top layer of the skin. Depending on what 
combination of ingredients are used there are four classes of moisturizers. 
There are ointments, oils, creams, and lotions. 

Examples of ointment moisturizers include Aquaphor, and Vaseline. 
These moisturizers can be greasy and only a small amount is needed. They 
would be useful for someone with very dry hands. They can be applied at 
night under cotton gloves. 

An example of an oil moisturizer would be baby oil. Again, only 
a small amount is needed. It is not a good idea to add these to the bath 
because they can make the tub very slippery. As well they can cause yeast 
infections when added to bath water. 

An example of a cream moisturizer would be Cetaphil moisturizing 
cream. Cream moisturizers are generally less greasy, and very gentle for 
sensitive skin. Cetaphil specializes in products that won't cause acne and 
are safe for people with allergies. 

Lotions are the least greasy; however, they sometimes contain 
alcohol and can be drying. An example would be Nivea body lotion. Read 
the label on the back of the lotion. You may want to avoid those that contain 
alcohol. 

In general, most moisturizers need to be applied several times 
throughout the day. 

Our cold dry climate leads to many complaints about dry skin. 
Luckily, there are many products on the market than can help even the worst 
sufferers. If you are not sure about what is right for you, you may need to ask 
for some professional advice.
